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Looking Back 


When it began ten years ago, no one 
knew if the TV show M*A*S*H would be 
as big a hit as M*A*S*H, the movie. "I 
had no idea at all," said Farr, "but I think 
Alan Alda felt it would. My wife, Joy, and 
Alan talked during the first few episodes 
of the second season. They both asked 
each other whether the show would last 
ten years, and they both said yes." 

For Farr, he was just glad to be 
working. “I was, very simply, an out-of- 
work actor who had gotten himself a job. 
I'd been in the business for many years, 
and I had worked on so many shows 
where they said it would be wonderful 
and terrific. It never was. I knew when I 
got to M*A*S*H that these were nice and 
talented people. But I just wanted to do 
the best possible job so the show would 
stay on the air so I would be called back 
to work for another season.” 

Ғатт 5 character, Max Klinger, wasn't in 
the original movie. It was created for the 
TV show. Farr told us a little about the 
character. "To begin with, Klinger was a 
minor character whose only objective was 
to get out of the army. His way of doing 
it was by wearing women's clothing. But 
he's always been a good soldier." Lately, 
Klinger's role has gotten bigger. He has 
taken on the duties of the company clerk 
and become Colonel Potter's right-hand 
man. 

Farr added that "every actor brings part 
of his own personality to the role he or 
she plays." However, he added, “Му 
sense of values are a bit more conserva- 
tive than Max Klinger's. I would never try 
any of the things Klinger does. I would 
be frightened that I would end up in jail!" 

Alan Alda, according to Farr, also 
brings his personality to the role he plays. 
Although he often shows a very serious 
side off camera, Farr said, "Alan is a lot 
of fun. There's a lot of Hawkeye in Alan 
amd vice versa. He laughs it up off 
camera just as he does when he's playing 
Hawkeye.” 


Here’s Klinger—all dressed up and no place to go! 
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Sometimes, even Corporal Klinger gets serious. 
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"Gary Burghoff left the show because 
he was tired of playing Radar. He wanted 
to expand as an actor and not always be 
the cute guy with glasses and the teddy 
bear." It was when Gary left that Farr 
stepped into the role of company clerk, 
which meant a bigger and better part for 
him. Still, Burghoffs departure was the 
hardest to take for Farr. 

"Gary's leaving was the toughest for 
me," Farr explained, "because he had 
been with the show the longest. He told 
us he was leaving, but the network didn't 
believe him. I was and still am good 
friends with Gary, and I tried to talk him 
out of leaving because I thought it would 
hurt the show. We'd lost so many people, 
my first concern was how we could keep 
the show going.” 


Looking Ahead 


The men and women of M*A*S*H have 


weathered the dangers of war and have 
mixed its sadness with lots of laughter. 
But for Farr, the saddest day involving 
the show hasn't happened yet. "That day 
is yet to come," he told us. “It's the day 
when the show finally goes off the air. It 
may be at the end of this season, so I'm 
not looking forward to that. We're not 
quite sure, but we think this will be the 
last year. All the actors' contracts have 
expired. Also," Farr continued, "some of 
the actors want to go on to do other 
things. If this is the last year of M*A*S*H, 
it's going to be a very difficult experience 
for all of us." 

It will also be a sad day for M*A*S*H 
fans. But while the doctors and nurses 
may finally come home from the war, 
they'll live on in the hearts of their fans 
and in the years and years of reruns!

TOYS 


THE BIG BUSINESS OF FUN AND GAMES 


Toys! Toys! Toys! They're more than just fun and games! For 
some people, collecting toys is a serious business as well as a 
very expensive hobby. One person who is serious about his 
toys is Chick Darrow, owner of an unusual toy store called 
"Chick Darrow's Fun Antiques." Dynamite paid a visit to 
Chick's store to see if we could find out which toys bought 
today could be worth a fortune tomorrow. 


"Its hard to predict which toys will be 
most valuable," Chick told us, "because 
one of the most important qualities to 
know about a would-be antique toy is 
how many were originally made. For 

instance, original robot toys are very 
. valuable today because they only 
manufactured thousands of them and 
there aren't many around now. When 
they make Star Wars toys today, they 
make millions and billions of them. That's 
the whole difference in whether or not 
something will become a valuable 
collectible.” 

As Chick spoke, our eyes wandered 
around his incredible store. We felt as if 
we were in a miniature amusement park! 
Toy sports cars that you could really ride 
in hang from the ceiling! The walls are 
lined with shelves filled with board 
games, trucks, cap guns, and wind-up 
toys of every description! Dolls, robots, 
and toy banks rest on top of glass cases 
filled with old comic character watches, 
Elvis Presley souvenirs, and mementos 
from old TV shows, movies, and cartoons. 

Chick was quick to tell us that "Fun 
Antiques” was the first shop of its kind 


when he opened it eighteen years ago. “I 
was the first person to deal exclusively. 
with antique toys. I started collecting lots 
of these things before it became popular. 
My collection grew so much that I finally 
decided to open up a store. By that time 
lots of other people were becoming 
interested in collecting toys and memora- 
bilia such as Star Trek items, Beatles 
souvenirs, and the toys and games about 
TV, film, and comic characters. 

"Here's a fine example of a tin toy fire 
engine that was made in the 1940s,” 
Chick continued. "Tin toys like this will 
never be made again because they are 
too dangerous for children to play with. 
They were made in Japan out of old tin 
cans and sold for 396. Today, this truck 


sells for $50.00— and that's if you can find 
one to buy! Also, I have the original box 

it came in and that makes it worth twice 
as much! I predict that ten years from now 
this toy will be worth a fortune." 

We noticed a Barbie doll on the shelf 
and asked if Barbie dolls are really as 
valuable as we'd heard. Chick agreed 
that all Barbie dolls and their friends and 
relatives are collectible. "But," he 
reminded us, "if this Barbie doll were in 
the original box, wearing her original 
clothes, she would be worth much more. 
That goes for Matchbox cars as well." We 
were surprised to hear that Matchbox cars 
are collectibles and wondered if there are 
particular ones to look out for. "The best 
cars will be models that aren't very 
popular now, because then they may be 
taken off the market and there won't be 
very many around," Chick explained. 
"Thats what happened to one of Barbie's 
relatives called Skipper. Many people 
thought the doll was so ugly that it was 
manufactured for only one year and now 
it's a valuable collectible!" Chick added, 
"This is the reason why the most valuable 
mechanical banks today are the ones that 
were not very popular during the time 
they were sold." 

One of the most valuable toys Chick 
ever owned was a bank on a pedestal 
called Jonah and the Whale. "I bought it 
when I first began collecting toy banks. I 
paid $250 for it, which was a lot of money 
at the time, but I didn't realize how valu- 
able that bank was. Some time later I was 
invited to be in an antique toy show. They 
wanted me to show my collection of 385 
toy banks. On the opening night of the 
show the first bank I sold was Jonah and 
the Whale for $3,400. Last year that bank 
was sold for $30,000!" 

"Does that experience sometimes make 
you think that you'd rather not sell a toy 
that may become more valuable?" we 
asked. 

“Absolutely not," replied Chick. "When I 


went into this business I decided to give 
up being a collector. The two really don't 
mix since it wouldn't be fair to my 
customers. " 

We then asked Chick what toys and 
memorabilia he would recommend for 
someone who was interested in starting a 
toy collection. 

"Comic character toys are very popular 
for collectors today — Joe Palooka, 
Popeye, and all the Disney characters are 
worth a lot. But the more unknown the 
character is, the less were probably 
made, and that's better," said Chick. He 
continued, "GI Joe as an astronaut is a 
good collectors' item and all space toys 
are good investments." He pointed to a 
toy called Robbie the Robot, which came 
out in the late 1960s and would cost as 
much as $60 or $70 today! "The first 
Robbie that was made, " Chick explained, 
“was all tin, not tin and plastic, and was 
also three or four times larger than this 
one. Now it is worth between $1,000 to 
$1,500!" 

Opening up a special glass case that 
just contained watches, Chick told us, 
"Watches with comic characters such as 
old Mickey Mouse watches, or the Three 
Little Pigs and the Big Bad Wolf, are the 
latest hot watches. They originally sold for 
six or seven dollars and now sell for 
hundreds!" We were amazed, especially 


when he showed us that all the watches 
still worked! 

"Games that are worth something,” said 
Chick, "usually have to be related to TV, 
like a Six Million Dollar Man board game 
and Star Trek games from the 1960s." That 
made us wonder what we had done with 
our old Battlestar Gallactica game! We 
realized that since TV programs come and 
go very often they're probably a good bet 
for collecting. Chick agreed. 

It was almost time to go when we 
noticed a large selection of old metal 
lunch boxes against one wall. Chick was 
happy to tell us that "yes, lunch boxes 
made of metal are another very collectible 
item. Again, especially the ones with 
popular TV and movie characters on 
them. Chick said that most of the lunch 
boxes he had he sold to fashion models 
who used them for carrying their makeup! 

Before we left we asked again, "Could 
you predict what would be valuable in 
the future?" 

"No," he replied, "there's no way of 
telling, and if I could, I'd run out and buy 
it all now! Someone might say Smurfs, 
since the Troll dolls that were once 
popular are very collectible now. Smurfs 
aren't worth a fortune now, but who 
knows... Chick Darrow looked up, 
smiled, and said, “Maybe they will be 
one day!” — Jane Lubin 
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Lake Champlain in upstate. New 
York has a lot in common with 
Loch Ness in Scotland. Both lakes 
are long and narrow and are 
hundreds of feet deep in places. 
Both are surrounded by scenic 
mountains and each attracts 
thousands of visitors every year. 
The two lakes may also have 
something else in common— 
monsters. Nessie, the so-called 
Loch Ness Monster, is world 
famous. But until recently, reports 
of a monster in Lake Champlain 
were thought to be little more than

big fish stories. Now, a startling 
new photograph has appeared, 
and it could prove whether this 
creature is fact or fantasy. Is there 
a Lake Champlain Monster? You 
be the judge! 


A 2,000-pound Duck? 


Reports of a sea serpent-like creature in 
Lake Champlain date back more than 300 
years and are mentioned in old Indian 
legends. Residents on both the New York 


and Vermont sides of the lake have also 


claimed to have seen the creature. In July 
of 1977 Sandra Mansi and her family 
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were visiting a remote area of Lake 
Champlain near St. Albans, Vermont, 
and they too claimed to have seen 
something strange. 

As Mrs. Mansi told Dynamite, “It was a 
bright sunny day. I saw this object on the 
lake about 100 to 150 feet away. At first I 
thought it was a large school of fish or a 
scuba diver, because the water was 
churning. Then I saw the head and neck 
break the surface of the water. Even then 
I thought it might be a large sturgeon [a 
fish that can grow many feet long]. Then I 
saw the rest of the neck come up, and it 
was 6 to 8 feet long! Its back came out of 
the water and it began to look around. 
The head and neck moved, but it never 
swam. I was getting really scared." 

Some people might have thought Mrs. 
Mansi's imagination was running wild if 
she had not snapped a picture of the 
creature with an Instamatic camera. Even 
Mrs. Mansi refused to believe her eyes. 
"I was brought up in Vermont," Mrs. 
Mansi told Dynamite, "and I had heard 
the legend as a little girl. I didn't believe it 
then and thought it went along with 
things such as the tooth fairy." : 

Mrs. Mansi said the sighting had gone 
on for four minutes when the creature 
"looked around and put its head back 
under the water. Then we heard the boat 
coming around the cove. The creature 
had obviously heard the boat long before 
we did." 

Mrs. Mansi and her husband were so 
shook up by the incident that they refused 
to talk about it until they saw the picture. 
"We thought there had to be an 
explanation for it," Mrs. Mansi recalled. 
"We decided to call it a 2,000-pound duck. 
That was easier to deal with." 


Seeing Is Believing! 


Mrs. Mansi was afraid to show the 
picture to anyone for two years because 
she thought people would think she was 
crazy or a faker. It wasn't until a friend at 
work told her he had read about the Lake 
Champlain Monster in a national 


magazine that Mrs. Mansi's photo ended 
up in the hands of photographic experts. 
They tested it to see if it was a fake or 
trick photography. They determined it was 
a real, untampered-with photo of 
something they could not identity! 

Joe Zarzynski is a Saratoga, NY, teacher 
who has kept records of sightings of this 
creature known as Champ. "What we are 
dealing with," Joe told Dynamite, "is 
approximately 140 reported sightings. The 
first was in July of 1609 when the explorer, 
Samuel de Champlain, had a sighting. 
The second was in 1819 in the Port Henry 
area and it was covered by a Plattsburg, 
NY, newspaper." Later, P.T. Barnum, the 
showman, heard about the animal and 
offered $50,000 for its hide. 

Joe admitted some sightings could have 
been "someone mistaking an unusual 
wave pattern, a log in the water, or a 
flock of birds for a monster." About 
explanations that it's a large fish, Joe said, 
"Its not unusual to hear of fishermen 
pulling out 6-, 7-, or 8-foot sturgeons. But I 
believe there's more to it than people 
misidentifying sturgeons. Nothing comes 
close to what people have seen." 

Joe believes that Champ does exist and 
is a descendant of extinct animals. "One 
theory is that it's a remnant of the 
plesiosaur family, a reptile that became 
extinct 60 million years ago. The newest 
theory put forth by Dr. Roy Mackal of the 
University of Chicago is that we are 
dealing with a zeuglodon, a serpentine, 
snakelike whale that became extinct 20 
million years ago. I think there's a small 
breeding community of these creatures in 
Lake Champlain that may or may not be 
similar to what we hear about in Loch 
Ness." 

Many people in the Lake Champlain 
region would agree with Joe. If the 
creature is real, then Sandra Mansi was 
right when she said, "We've got to protect 
this creature and not harass or harm it." 
For Mrs. Mansi and others, seeing has 
been believing. What about you?
